Under the charge administered to us 


upon our Impanelment by Hon. F. B. 
Ogden, Superior Judge, It became our 
Jlrst duty to make Inquiries In regard 
to the work performed by the expert 
of the preceding grand jury, they not 
having indorsed his report. 
After 


perusing said report and hearing the 
testimony of the expert and many 
other persons, we did not feel justified 
in approving it and It appearing that 
lie had net examined the claims allow- 
td by the Board of Supervisors, we 
took Into our employ Mr. William P. 
Punshee for the purpose of exporting 
said claims ana making such other ex- 
aminations as might be found neces- 
sary. 
It being our duty to report as to the 


facts we have found, we hereby adopt 
our expert's detailed retports 
to us 


and make them a part hereof, referring 
to them as occasion requires by In- 
serting in the margin the number of 
The pace ths-.t contains the facts com-, 
mented upon.'- 
.WATER KATES AND POLICE AP- 


POINTEES. 


Yielding to public demand, -we under- 


took a thorough investigation of the 
acts of the City Council and Board ot 
Public "Works of the City of Oakland, 
in th« matters of the fixing of water 
rates and the appointment of police 
officers. 
We entered upon our duties with a 


firm and conscientious determination 
to use every means at our command 
to bring wrong doers to justice and 
•we called to our aid in this investiga- 
tion not only the officers of the law, 
but all good citizens who showed a 
ppirit of helpfulness In this direction. 
With the aid of the district attorney's 
office, every clue was persistently fol- 
lowed, every rumor sifted and 
"wit- 


nesses examined in relation to every 
charge, and while there was no direct 
evidence of a violation of the law, yet 
some of the members of the City Coun- 
cil showed lamentable ignorance re- 


, carding matters to be considered In 


the fixing of water rates, not 
even 


Knowing the difference in volume be- 
tween one cubic foot of water and one 
Ballon of the same. 
. We also found a deplorable loss of 
memory by certain of the Couhcilmen 
on subjects connected with the fixing 
of water rates when Interrogated by 
the grand jury or the district attorney. 
We also thoroughly investigated the 


charges of britery and corruption in 
the matter of police appointments by 
the Board of Public Works of the City 
of Oakland, but were unable to dis- 
cover evidence of acts of an actual 
criminal character. 


COUNTY JAIL. 


"We visited the county jail and in- 


quired into the cases of the persons 
imprisoned therein and found all held 
under proper commitments; and the 
condition and management of the jail 
good. 


OAKLAND CITY PRISON. 


•We visited the city prison, of the city 


of Oakland nnti found it In fairly good 
condition, "but that these in charge were 
greatly hampered and inconvenienced 
(or lack of room. 


COUNTY INFIRMARY. 


The fact that the expenses of this in- 


BtltuUon iiad for Mie past year • been 
largely increased, gave more than or- 
ciin-ary importance to our visit and in- 


there is one •naMciy', $5,413.37 for drugs 
?.nd medicines, that is certainly, to put 
it nrillly,. colossal. 
We recommend that the Board of 


Supervisors direct the superintendent of 
tihe tnlirmary to keep a stock 'book to

We found ^he-records of'this- office in 


gciod order and our only comment on 
his official conduct is the error he com- 
mits in certifying 
to 
stenographers' 


claims for taking down and transcrib- 
ing ,the testimony-of all witnesses ex- 
amined at an Inquest. 


The law only permits him to .employ1 


a stenographer to take down and trans- 
cribe the testimony of an expert chem- 
ist or physician taken at an inquest, 
therefore he is not empowered to certify 
for any other-services performed by a 
stenographer than the- aforenatd. 


CLAIMS. 


Under our direction our expert enter- 


ed upon his duties by examining the 
claims allowed by the Board of Super- 
visors on and after November 2nd, 189G, 
noting all clerical Irregularities. and 
financial errors in the same and upon 
the showing made-by him in his report 
to us on all those allowed during the 
mcnths of November and December, 
1S9I and January, 1897, w» considered 
that sufficient evidence had been ob- 
tained of the gross earelessness existing 
and instructed him In future to report 
the financial errors only; and without 
assuming ; that .the remainder of the 
.plalms allowed contain the same aver- 
age amount of clerical errors as 'hose 
examined, there Is enough evidence in 
those examined of the 'prevailing care- 
lessness on the part of those officers 
and employees whose duty it is to see 
to it that the rules laid down for the 
transaction of public 
business 
are 


complied with. 


These rules and requirements have 


been adopted 
from time to time 
to 
guard against corruption and to check 
abuse in the use of the public funds 
and even If in many cases no fraud 
is intended and no financial loss is sus- 
tained by the County, the officers and 
employees being as a rule liberally paid 
for their .services, should show an ap- 
preciation and pride in keeping even 
above the appearance of carelessness. 


The numerous illegal items In the 


claims presented to and allowed by the 
Board of Supervisors shows gross care- 
lessness on their part in the examina- 
tion of them, and if left to the decision 
of an employee, gross negligence in the 
appointment of such inefficient 
em- 


ployee, who has shown himself incapa- 
ble and unfit for the performance of 
such important duties. 


Owing to the fact that the claims of 


the Constables showed 
the 
largest 


amount of overcharges, we made a thor- 
ough examination of those of all 


JUSTICE'S AND CONSTABLES, 


allowed during the 16 months ending 
December 1st, 1897. 


As our investigation progressed It 


v as discovered that n»arly all the Con- 
stables and some of the Justices had 
not filed their claims until a day or so 
within the year limit, and then they 
were held without being acted upon 


the docket records -being Incomplete 
in so large a number-of cases. 
• • 


Justice Brophy for two months-pre- 


vious to our examination had nineteen- 
cases in his court, but his docket did 
not contain _ar.y record of them what- 
ever and for eltyeri consecutive'months 
he paid no fires'and forfeitures into 
the county treasury. 
For the better protection of the coun- 


ty in the conducting of-Its-affairs we 
recommend In • another -paragraph th'at 
an amendment- be made to the county 
government act. that will require.-all- 
Justices when filing claims, -for. their 
services, to make affidavit, .to the ef- 
fect that their dockets are. written, .up 
to date and th'at all fines and for- 
feitures received-, by them have befen 
paid over' to the/county in accordance 
with the law and prohibiting the Board 
of Supervisors.'from allowing any Jus* 
tices' claims 'to .whle-h such affidavit 
.has not been made. 
.

CONSTABLES. 


The claims of these offices, not haying 


been experted since the spring of 1895, 
has resulted in the apparently ."Do 
as you please" manner as indicated by 
the many errors in their' claims. Had 
they been properly examined by the 
auditing committee and - their expert, 
it would have stopped the wrons that 
nas been practiced. 
For 
example, 


claims have b!-en presented in which 
the same service is charged'if or item 
by item in two constables' .claims for 
the same month, and they both passed 
the scrutiny of the Supervisors, whose 
duty it was to detect such errors; these 
claims wera paid as presented and 
•when this jury inquired into it the 
constables stated It was a mistake in 
their claims belrig duplicated. 
We find that the constables are very 


lax in..making their returns on the 
subpenas and warrants of arrest, and I 
we condemn the practice of the two j 
constables of Oaklanfl township In ap-' 
pointing one. man (Mr. E.Weldler) to do 
all of their official work. 
In the office 


of the two constables 
of 
Oakland 


township, Deputy 
E. Weidler .has. 


signed nearly all of the 
constable^' 


criminal papers for his principal, even 
eolng so far as to sign his own appoint- 
ment as a deputy. 
His handwriting 


Is al»o occasionally seen In the Jus- 
tices' docket, all of which has had the 
effect to make it very difficult to secure ' 
evidence. 
We. fountt that ccmeftaibles of ben reg-ls- 
ter*d't;h* names of. their prisoners.at the j 
county jail incorrectly, through care- 
lessness, misinformation or Intention. 


It follows that, whea *he prisoners- 


are arraigmed.in com* the mistakes arc 
discovered eirwl ..th« <)eom'pra1ints necea- 


everything connected -with the man- 
or em *nt. 


Th* hallways anid rooms throughout 


the bulldtn-gs were well ventilated and 
thoroughly clean, the food 
abundant 


and of good quality, everything indicat- 
ing proper discipline and. commendable 
attention to tint wanlts and comfort of 
the ir..mates. 


Seeing so mudh to commend in this 


Institution, it is with some reluctance 
that we call .attention to the -large in- 


dered its decision In a. test case In which 
th« amount of fees that could be earned 
by them was at .issue. 


That decision favorable to the Jus- 


tices.and Constables was handed down 
in January, 1897, after which date the 
numerous claims were all allowed, the 
result being- that we had the claims tor

visors' of this county employ an expert 
clerk to do such work, as

The Jail register did not' tout sh'ould 


sho-w the time of day a prisoner is re- 
ceived at or removed from, the county 
jail. 


THE FEE SYSTEM. 


The constant vigilance that seems to 


be required to' protect the Board of 
Supervisors frolm tihe presanitajtton' to 
them of claims In excess of what the 
prone-rat tee bill allows the justice's awd 
con.sta'blis -would seem to justify its 
entire abolition and establishing a fixed 
salary for tiheim instead. 


At present it Is almost fmpossiible to 


prevent'a dishonest officer from pilfer- 
ing'the county treasury and the expense 
of fastening: the crime on -him "would 
coat a still larger amount. 


He toeine an officer 
cxf the ^law 1s 


presumed, therefore, to te more trust- 
-worthy under oath than the tramp or 
cr'.-mina-l ;he comes in contact with, but 
a dishonest constable may swear, to hlg 
claim for raHeage from a point of great 
distance in. order to-obtain large mile- 
age, when In reality Ihe'laid hits hand .on 
the traveling stranger only a few miles 
from the Jail amd seldom "be detecte-d 
or even euspected for the reason that no 
one >.as any interest in detecting 'him.
